means. How does one get it? Is 
it contagious?

Dear Mrs. S.: Trichinosis is a 


disease caused by a parasite, 
Trichinella spiralis. Infection by 
this parasite, a round worm, 
can occur when raw pork is 
eaten or when it is inadequately 
cooked. The parasite is some- 
times found in bear meat, too. 


The larvae, when eaten, are 


taken into the blood stream and 
carried to many of the tissues 
and organs of the body. When 
they enter the muscles they 
cause inflammation followed by 
deposits of calcium which cause 
pain oh motion. 


Many other muscles of the 


body become involved and can 
cause m a n y unpleasant, al- 
though not always dangerous, 
complications. 
The incubation 


period from the time the un- 
cooked pork is eaten until the 
onset of symptoms is about 
seven to 14 days. 


The symptoms are so strange 


and 
diversified 
that 
doctors 


suspect it because of the indis- 
tinct pattern 
of the 
illness. 


Swelling of the eyelids and face 
along with intestinal symptoms 
in patients that give a story of 
eating pork suggests the diag- 
nosis. Blood studies are helpful 
in confirming the suspicion. 


Sometimes a small piece of 


tissue, a biopsy, is taken from a 
muscle and inspected for the 
parasito. 


The disease is not contagious. 


It occurs in families because all 
the members may have eaten 
the, same poorly cooked, fresh 
pork at the same time. 


The disease need never occur 


if t h e r e 
is complete and 


thorough cooking of all pork and 
pork products.

third round? He can begin by 
drawing two rounds of trumps, 
but what should he do next? 


If he leads a low diamond to 


the jack and the finesse suc- 
ceeds, he makes the contract. 


However, the finesse offers only 
a 50-50 chance of success, and if 
it loses, the contract almost 
surely goes with it, since East 
will presumably return a dia- 
mond and a club loser then 
becomes virtually certain. 


Declarer should not settle for 


this line of play, even though it 
clearly has a chance to succeed, 
without first surveying allcrna- 
lives that may raise his chances 
above the 50-50 level. 


The one line of play that 


makes the contract nearly cer- 
tain is to cash the A-K o£ clubs 
and then give up a club trick. 
One possibility is that East will 
be forced to win the third round 
of clubs. If this happens, play 
can cease, because any return 
by East eliminates declarer's 
diamond loser. 


If .it turns out that West wins 


the third club, as in the actual 
hand, he is compelled to return 
a diamond, and if he was dealt 
cither the queen or the ten the 
contract is assured. 


Possession 
of the queen is 


fatal to W e s t , since a finesse 
will trap the damsel. 


If West has the ten and leads 


it, covering 
with the j a c k 


guarantees the contract, since 
the nine becomes a trick after 
East covers with the queen.
